For al:hough that honorable titles ( in

ſame, yer cuen men of meaner ranke 
may be ſeized of fuch honorable eſtates.

\ beeneexprefled. And it is fitting thar 
ſuch ofthem,as arelaid down in Courr, 
the Recceiuer or Bayliffte ſhould be pre- 
ſent;rorake them vp to the Lords vſe,

charge,leaſt by that meanes he purſe the 
ſmall ones to his owne profir, and neuer 
accompt for the ſame,as fines of Licence 
of Brewing , digging of grauell, ſand, 
chalke, clay, and ſuch like.

Auditor had neede be very circumſpe&, 
and the ColleQors, of-the ſame very 
honeſt, fer that commonly theſe are bu- 
fineſſes committed tothe ſole truſt and 
diſpoſing of one man, both to ſell, and 
ro accompt for the ſame, who if he be 
nothoneſt and conſcionable, may year- 
ly defraude the Lord of a great part 
thereof; but the Auditor, if he be wiſe 
andcircumſpe&,may both finde our the 
falſhood, and rake order to preuznt the 
fame. 
| TheſeRents and profits, both certaine 
| andcaſuall, being duly collected by the 
| Officers and Miniſters thereunto ap= 
| pointed, ought at cuery halte years end, 
(or ſooner if occaſion require) to be 
paid vntothe Lords Receiuer,who vpon 
the receipt thereof, ought to giue his

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Acquittance to the Miniſter which pay-

| obie&, that the ordering of an eſtate af- 
| ter this manner (being 1t requireth ſo 


many Officers) will be too chargeable

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for moſt men, and thercfore not to be. 


put in execution, but only by ſuch as 
haue very great eftates. To ſuch I thus 
anſwer. | 

It is notſo muchthe mulciplicitic of 
Officers, that is required in the well ma- 
naging of an eſtate, as the order and 
method to be vſcd in the placing, and 
appointing of thoſe Officers: for there is 
no man of abilitic, but hath, and is ar 
charge with ſo many as ſerueth his 
turne after his owne manner , which 
number would al{o (-out of doubt) doe 
it inthe forme heeretoforedeſcribed,the 
Auditor only excepted, whoſe place the 
Lord himſelfe in ſmall eſtates, for the 
moſt part,cxecuteth ( and may well per- 
forme theſame if he haue leaſure, and 
be skilfull, bucrhat few are, and thereby 
enſucth the moſt loſle) therfore to come 
ro the matter, and to ſhew how in ſmall 


eſtatcs,with ſeweſt number of Officers, | 
and leaſt expence, an honorable Reuen- | 
nue may be well ordered,theſe two rules | 


muſt be preciſely obſerued. 
Firſt, that none of the Officers of 
order 
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excepted, who hauing once in the be- 
ginning perfe&ted his Surueyes, there is 
ſmall vie of him for many yeares after, 
{o there be a skiltull Auditor, and alcar- 


| ned Steward) and theſe Officers of or- 
| der, neede be no great charge ro any 


Lord, for that one man may ſerue to 
manage diuers Lords eſtates, hauing no 
further dependance vpon any of them, 
but only a rea{onable yearely Fee allow- 


| ed for his paines, which ifthey be skilfull 


and honeſt, their diligence ſhall in ſur- 
pluſlage bring in, with aduantage, and 
caſe the Lord of much labour and vn- 
quietneſle. And the more neerely to 


| contract theſe Officers of order , one 
| man may ſupply both the places of Jear- 
| ned Steward and Solicitor;and anorher, 
| being capable thercof, may ſupply the 


places of Surueyor and Auditor : and 


{ of this Officer (the Auditor I meane) I 
| would wiſhno Lord to be deſtitute, for 
| where the Lord himſelfe raketh the ac- 
! compts of his Officers of charge,cxcept 


he be very skiltull and painefull alſo,

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although his eſtate be but ſmall, yet for 
want of this Officer he may well loſe | 
ewiceſo much in the yeare (cither by 
negligence and corruption of Miniſters, 
or by want of skill ro examine their do- 
ings) as would fee a good Auditor ro 
doethe ſame: Yetlethim alſo be care- | 
full in the choyle of his Auditor, for | 
many now a dayes take vpon them, both | :

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Secondly, it muſt be duly obſerued, 
that no one man be putto execute Ofh-

Steward and Recciuer, Baylifte, Wood. | 
ward, or {uch like : much lefle thar the 
managing of an eſtate, ſhould wholly, Þ a 
or for the moſt part, be committed to | it 
the charge of one particular man :forin ||| n 
both theſe caſes, it may eaſily be percei- || L 
ued, what great meanes & ſtrong temp- Þ v 
rations they haue (if they be not of ex-

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by the Officers aforeſaid. = 
ſecretly te enrich themſclues , by the 
loſſe and hinderance of the Lord ; or ar 


thebeſt,, whar danger of loling many 


profits, by negle& , or for want of 
Skill ro preuent the ſame. And yet ir is 
ſeenc in moſt mens eſtates of the mea- 


| ner ranke, that one man hath the gouer- 
| ning of all, both for order and charge; 


and he for the moſt parr, of no further 


| skill, theneto ſer downe confuſedly his 


reccipts,on the one part,andhis disburſ- 


| ments on theorher, & fo by comparing 


them ro finde the difference: whereby 
alſo the Lord hath no other declaration 


| of his doings, but the ſaid confuſed ac- 


compr, in which all things for the moſt 
part come in in groſſe;and the profits of 


| many Mannors , and disburſments of 


ſundry natures,are ſo mingled together, 
asthey can neither for the preſent, nor 


| in after-times , vpon any occaſion that 
| may happen, be diſtinguiſhed, nor the 
| Lord ſce wherher he haue right or 


wrong. 
Bur to conclude, although it be nor 


fitting , thar one man ſhould execute 
: both 
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both Offices of order and of charge,nor 


that the whole ſhould be commitred to 
one particular perſon : yet may .theſe 
Offices cf charge alſo in ſmall eſtates be } 
conferred vpon a few perſons; for one 
man may be generall Receiuer, and Ste- 
ward of the houſe; another may ſupply 
the places of Bayliffe, VVood-ward, Sto- 
rer,and as many other Offices of charge 
as he is able to execute : and in this 
manner the Lord is in moſt poſhibilitie 
to hauec all his profits truly anſwered,and 
narrowly looked vnto; where not only 
eucry ſmall matcer is taken notice of, by 
two or three ſeuerall Officers; bur alſo 
euery Officer of charge, is to giue ac- 
compt of the profits he receiueth, and 
. the Officers of order meddle no further, 
but to charge and diſcharge the moneys 
by the otherrecciued, to ſearch ont the 
profits of Reuennue,and to ſee that each 
Officer of charge, doe execute his place 
with honeſtic and diligence. | 
And thus havel, in the beſt & briefeſt 
manner | can, deſcribed the well orde- 
ring of an honorable Reucnnue:wherin, 
IE in 
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Ty he Ofricers aforeſaid, Wt ® 
aue failed, I ſubmit my ſelfe 
rothe reformation of the more iudici- 
ous : thus much by the way inferring, 


| thatThaue not in all points exaQtly fol. 


lowed the order and courſe obſerucd in 
the managing of the Royall eſtate of our 
Soucraigne; who beſides Land-Reuen- 
nues,hath many other,and great profits, 
yearely comming in by his SubicQs, 


- (not heere ſpoken of ) the moſt of which 


are returnable into his Maieſties Exche- 
quer, where they are handled and orde- 


| red, by thoſe great Maifters of Arte and 


indgement in theſe faculties , from 
whomel acknowledge to haue recciued 
that little skil] and experience which I 


| have. Whathere is ſer downe.,is drawne 


from them, and applycd ro the vic of the 
Subieas in their ſmaller Reuennues, 
which Ileaueto the conſideration of all 
ſuch, whom it may concerne, and 
who haue hitherto loft, by 
ll ordering of their 
Eſtates.
